IN BASEBALL PARK. 


The baseball park at War- 
ren was chosen for the place 
of assembling the men to be 
deported. Word of the “vlean- 
up” had preceded the Sheriff 
and his men, and when the 
prisoners reached the park the . 
hundreds of spectators, on the 
scene set up jeers and shouts. 

When the prisoners were all 
inside the inclosures half of 
the armed bands formed a 
guard around the park, while 
the other half started a sys- 
tematic search of the entire dis- 
trict for men who were con- 
nected with the LW. W. or could 
not account for their presence 
in a satisfactory manner. Armed 
men went through rcoming- 
houses and restaurants ques- 
tioning everyone. Those who 
did not answer satisfactorily 
were marched between long 
linee of citizens to the park. 

For two hours leaders of the 
attempted to make 
themselves heard above the 
hoots and jeers of the crowds. 
When it seemed as if the park 
would hold no more, six addi- 
tional squads of prisoners were 
packed in and the guards were 
increased. 

Shortly before noon a special 
train of cattle cars rolled up to 
the park. The prisoners were 
marched in single file from the 
inclosure, up the runways and 
onto the cars. As each man 
entered the car, according to 
the authorities, he was asked if 
he wanted to go to work or if 
he could give the name of a 
reliable citizen who would vouch 
for him. Those who expressed 
a desire for employment were 
held for further investigation.

GERMAN EMPEROR’S MANIFESTO. 
{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] (30) 
COPENHAGEN, July 12.— The German Emperor's mani- 
festo forces the Prussian Ministry to discard its reform project, 
the draft of which had been largely worked out, and, accord- 


with the three-class system, introduced as a concession to the 
Conservative and National Liberal parties the principle of plural 
voting. The proviso is made that the attainment of a certain 
age, marriage or educational qualification entitles an elector to 
additional votes. 

The Conservatives had vainly endeavored to have this prin- 
ciple, which provides some counter-balance to the big Socialist 
vote, extended to embrace property as qualification for an addi- 
tional vote, but the idea was finally dropped. 

The Emperor's insertion of the word equal in the formula 
presenting the new franchise will operate to prevent the govern- 
meht and the hitherto dominant parties from jockeying with the 
new suffrage bill, defeating or limiting the reform in practice 
while granting it in principle. 


LW. w. LEADERS ARRESTED.

SALEM (Or.) July 12. — Following a conference tonight 
between Gov. James Withycombe, Adjt.-Gen. George A. White

A censorship on telegraph and 
telephone service during the 
Gay prevented authentic reports 
from reaching outside districts. 
The censorship was said to 
have been invoked by two army 
officers. at Douglas. The ban 
on use of the telegraph offices 
at Bisbee and Douglas was not 
lifted until after 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, 

One message was stopped aft- 
er it had reached EI Paso on 
its way to Denver, according to 
the transmitting telegraph com- 


pany. 

A @ispatch giving facts con- 
cerning the deportation of men 
from Bisbee was filed at Doug- 
las at 6 o'clock this morning, 
but was not delivered, the tele- 
graph company declaring a cen- 
sorship had been imposed.

Shops are reopening for business 
this afternoon, and the camp is as- 
suming a normal air.

TEEL MEN AGREE 
WITH GOVERNMENT.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Confer- 
ences between government officials 
and representatives of the steel in- 
dustry concerning the nation's steel 
requirements during the war and 
prices to be paid by the government 
ended today in an understanding, 
announced by Secretary Baker, that 
the country’s entire steel output will 
be made available at reasonable 
costs, to be determined after com- 
pletion of the steel investigation 
now being made by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

Prices will be fixed, it was an- 
nounced, to insure reasonable profits 
and with regard for expanding 
needs of the steel industry.

FOOD CONTROL 
UP TO WILSON. 


His Aid is Sought to Solve the 
Senate’s Problem. 


May Remove Steel and Iron 
from Legislation. 


Believe Revision to Concern 
Fuel and Foodstuffs. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Presi- 
dent Wilson's assistance was sought 
today in solving the Senate's diffi- 
culties over food-control legislation 
and his conclusions, to be communi- 
cated to the leaders before a vote 
is taken July 21, are expected to go 
far toward determining the bill's 


| final form. 


While desultory debate proceeded 
in the Senate and sentiment grew in 
favor of a compromise measure, 
Senator Martin, the Democratic lead- 
er, and Chairman Simmons of the 
Finance Committee went to the 
White House and laid before Mr. 
Willson the whole situation which is 
holding up action. 

The House bill as amended and 
pending in the Senate, and the great- 
ly restricted substitute prepared by 
Senator Gore as a compromise, were 
discussed at length and the Presi- 
dent agreed to study both measures 
in detail and report his conclusions. 
It is understood he was told that 
the pending bill as amended to ex- 
tend government control over tron, 
steel, copper, cotton and other prod- 
ucts in addition to food and fuel must 
be materially changed if it is to have 
a chance of passage. 

Although the President several 
times has shown his impatience over 
the delays in Senate consideration 
of the legislation it is understood he 
showed no resentment in the con- 
ference today. He was said to have 
avoided any definite recommenda- 
tions pending his study of the two 
measures, but Senators with whom 
the White House callers conferred 
after their return to the Capitol said 
they were confident the legisiation 
would be revised to deal primarily 
with foodstuffs and fuel, eliminating 
steel, iron and other products. 

The prohibition question was not 
discussed at length with the Presi- 
dent, except as it incidentally af- 
fects Federal revenues and the war 
tax bill. The divergent liquor pro- 
visions of the House and Senate bills 
were outlined to him in a general 
way and it was predicted tonight 
that no action would be taken by 
the President on that feature and 
that the prohibition compromise 
probably would be developed in 
conference. 

At a special meeting today the 
Agriculture Committee, although fa- 
voring overwhelmingly the general 
restricted plan of the Gore measure, 
decided not to take any formal ac- 
tion upon it. Later it was offered in 
the Senate by Senator Gore individ-

FACULTY HEAD 
ON PATRIOTISM. 


Nebraska University Educator 


Most Professors are Loyal, 
Declares Chancellor. 


Gives Strong Caution to the 
Pacifist Element. 


[BY A. r. NIGHT 
LINCOLN (Neb.) July 12.— 
Charges by the Nebraska State Coun- 
cll of Defense that certain professors 
at the Nebraska State University 


here were guilty of disloyalty to 
America and that their sympathies 
were with Germany in the war 
caused a professor of American his- 
‘ory to issue a statement today as- 
serting that “the autocratic and aris- 
tocratic elements throughout the 
country are taking advantage of the 
War to override democratic ideas,” 
brought from the head of the Amer- 
ican history department at the 
University the statement that it's a 
lie that disgusts me to say that these 
people are not patriotic just be- 
cause they disagree as to the meth- 
ods the government should pursue;” 
and caused the chancellor of the 
university to issue a statement say- 
ing the action of the Council of De- 
fense was “patriotic and just“ and 
would “help the few remaining 
pacifists and internationalists in uni- 
versity circles to decide whether or 
not they are going to play the part 
of patriots in the present struggle.” 
PERSINGER'S STATEMENT. 


Prof. Clark E. Persinger of the 
American history department of the 
university. said he would continue to 
wage a “vigorous fight against auto- 
cratic and aristocratic elements 
whether it cost him his position at 
the university or not.“ Prof. How- 
ard W. Caldwell, head of the Amer- 
wan history department, declared he 
recognized “that there are good and 
bad qualities in the Germans, the 
English, the Austrians,” and “if that 
is unpatriotic let them make the 
most of it.” 

Chancellor Samuel Avery, who had 
earlier issued a staternent expressing 
a belief that by the time the univer- 
sity opens next fall conditions will 
be such that “the Council of Defense 
will not think it necessary for the 
regents to take official cognizance of 
cases of supposed lack of pa- 
triot iam,“ read the statements of the 
two professors and said he was very 
much surprised but had nothing fur- 
ther to say now.” 

Regents of the university would 
not commit themselves as to whether 
it is intended to “take official cog- 
nizance of cases of supposed lack of 
patriotism.”

“The able and patriotic council has 
rendered a distinct service to the 
university publicly calling atten- 
tion to conditions that exist not only 
here but in all the State institutions.

ARIZONA MAY BUY 
OUR VEGETABLES. 


(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, July 12.—Severa! 
carloads of California’s surplus po- 
tatoes and onions, large quantities of 
which are reported to be rotting in 
the ground in many parts of the 
State because of the inability of 
growers to dispose of them at a price 
equal to the cost of production, may 
be sold to Arizona consumers 
through Gov. Thomas E. Campbell 
of that State. The State Council of 
Defense late yesterday received a 
telegraphic inquiry from Gov. Camp- 
bell asking the price at which «a 
large supply of both potatoes and 
onions could be secured in California 
for immediate shipment to Arizona. 
Both are declared to be very scarce 
in that State. 

Following telegraphic inquiries in 


several parts of the State where big 


surpluses of the two commodities 
have been reported, the State Coun- 
cil of Defense notified the Arizona 
chief executive today that several 
carloads of potatoes could be secured 
immediately at 1% cents a pound 
and that onion growers in several 
districts near Sacramento were will- 
ing to supply practically limitiess 
amounts at the low price of 60 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

Definite instructions from Gov. 
Campbell to ship several carloads 
immediately are expected by the 
State Council of Defense today.

GIVES HIGHEST PRAISE TO 
SERVICES IN WAR.

Cabinet Member Answers Talk 
in Congress that Members of De- 
fense Council are in Position to 
Make Valuable Contracts for 
Themselves as Result of War. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) * 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—The re- 
lation of business men to the gov- 
ernment was described today by 
Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, and one of the six Cabinet 
members who compose the Council 
of Nationa] Defense. Auswering talk 
in Congress and elsewhere suggesting 
that members of the council are in 
position to make eontracts with 


themselves and thus derive personal 
profit from the war, Mr. Lane said 
the business men composing the ad- 
visory commission have no control 
over contracts and, in fact, give to 
the government infinitely more than 
they receive. Analyzing the organ- 
ization further, Mr. Lane gave high 
praise to the business men, experts 
in their several fields of industry, 
who comprise the many committees 
on supplies, including raw materials 
of all kinds and manufactures. 

The statement was given to tHe 
Associated Press as the result of in- 
quiries concerning recent criticism of 
the commission and a persistent re- 
port that reorganization of the coun- 
cil is imminent. The response was 
characteristically frank from the 
opening question, which bore on the 
possibility of Cabinet members con- 
stituting the council making any 
personal profit out of contracts. 

“We have nothing to sell,“ he said. 
“When it is considered that the 
Council of National Defense consists 
of Secretary Baker, a lawyer; Secre- 
tary Daniels, an editor; Secretary 
Lane, a lawyer; Secretary Houston, 
college president; Secretary Red- 
field, a retired business man; Secre- 
tary Wilson, a labor-union official-— 
you will realize that there is not 
much chance for that charge being 


— 
“No, nobody thinks that we are 
dealing with ourselves. The confu- 
sion has come about because of the 
peculiar organization of the council. 
Get into your head one or two facts 
and you will see how this confusion 
has arisen. The Council of National 
Defense buys nothing. That body 
was created by Congress as a meas- 
ure of preparedness to mobilize re- 
sources—a sort of stock-taking body. 
If we came to war, what did we 
have in the way of resources to 
make war with? That was the idea. 
It is not a war council, in the Eng- 
lish sense, which can direct policies. 
The President is our war council. 
It is not a purchasing board, because 
there is not a man on it who can 
buy anything except from the sec- 
retaries of War and Navy, and the 
council cannot direct them what to 


v. 

“But it is a very important board, 
nevertheless; it is supposed to know 
just what the government needs for 
the carrying on of the war and just 
where it can be had.”

Steel and Iron to be Shipped from America to Build 
Thousand-ton Refrigeration Plants, One of Which will 
be Erected for Each Million Fighters — Storage Tanks 
for Gasoline and Salvage Depots Also Planned.

Some idea may be gained of the 
immensity of the task of supplying 
the American armies when they 
reach full strength by the fact that 
each million men must have a 1000- 
ton refrigeration plant, the steel an 
iron for which must be brought from 
America. The refrigerators must 
be located, not only at the base, but 
close behind the fighting line. 


Storage tanks with a capacity of a 
million gallons will be needed at the 
bases, with depots for transferring 
gasotine, to obviate the necessity of 
using trains. 

Plans already far advanced in- 
clude the construction of so-called 
saivage depots for the repair of 
worn-out clothing and shoes. A 
Pair of shoes last a soldier in the 
trenches only three weeks, on the 
average. The magnitide of such 
depots is shown by those used by the 
French, which employ 7000 men 
each. Each million men probably 
will consume one million pounds of 
meat daily.

At the Recent Conference in 
Rome of the Parliament of Com- 
merce All the Nations Allied 
Against the Central Empires 
Were Well Represented. 


IA. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
ROME, June 80.—A step toward 
international com mercial peace 
through better individual relations 


and through perfected laws was 
made at the recent conference in 
Rome of the International 'arlia- 
ment of Commerce, according to Eu- 


the Central Empires were represent- 
ed, save the United States, and I be- 
lieve, in response to our invitation, 
the United States wil! be represented 
in our next conference at Paris in 
October, arranged especially for the 
new American members. 

“With the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia, Japan, 
Belgium, Portugal and others as 
members, these nations allied in war 
are strong enough to secure world- 
wide acceptance and enforcement of 
the idea of economic union. 

“The organization was founded 
at Brussels in 1914, just six weeks 
before the war, for the purpose of 
securing a unification of the inter- 
national laws of commerce, and the 
war has strengthened it. It should 
be understood that the organization 
does not propose to disturb existing 
customs laws or tariffs, but to unify 
and rearrange, in particular, the 
rates of railroads and of steamship 
companies for international com- 
merce and to destroy arbitrary rates 
established to favor certain countries 
or classes of commerce. The Mittel 
Europa Wirstchaft Verein, the re- 
suit of patient and concerted efforts 
toward an economic ideal, has shown 
us the power of commercial organ- 
ization.” 

While the International Parlia- 
ment of Commerce Limits its pres- 
ent activities to obtaining full recog- 
nition by governments and to the 
unification of railroad and sea 
freight rates, six committees report- 
at Rome on these particular 
commercial reforms deemed neces- 


sary. 

First, laws relative to false labels 
on goods, migleading as to quality 
and to count of origin. 

Second, the need of adopting in 
all countries of uniform specific 
tariffs instead of the ad valorem 
tariffs, as in the United States, 
which, tt was claimed, lead to con- 
fusion and fraud. 

Fourth, the unification of weights, 
measures and money standards by 
the use of the dectmal system, thus 
simplifying international banking 
and commerce. 

Bince the war the International 
Parliament of Commerce has as- 
sumed the character of an organiza- 
tion intended to make possible the 
domination after the war of the 
Central Empires by the countries 
now allied against them. But the 
only direct war action of the Rome 
conference was the adoption of a set 
of resolutions providing that at any 
peace conference the demands for 
war indemnities by the various Fn- 
tente Allies against the Central Em- 
pires be of a uniform nature and 
submitted as a whole rather than 


separately by the various injured 
nations. 
The resolution contained five 


clauses, the intent of which requires 
restoration of damages resulting di- 
rectly from acts of war, also such 
damages whether caused by enemy 
or Ally armies, restoration in kind 
of property destroyed, and total 
restoration of losses both by river 
and by sea.

county, all those strange men 
who have congregated here 
from other parts and sections 
for the purpose of harabsing 
and intimidating all men who 
desire to pursue their dally 
toll.

COMES PROBLEMS.

We 
are sure of that, but it is a 
direct attempt to embarrass 
the government of the United 
States. 

I therefore call upon all 
lowal Americans to ald me in 
peaceably arresting these dis- 
turbers of national and local 
peace. Let no shot be fired 
throughout this day unless in 
necessary self-defense, and I 
hereby give warning that each 
and every leader of so-called 
strikers will be held person- 
ally responsible for any injury 
inflicted upon any of the 
deputies while in the per- 
formance of their duty as 
deputies of my office, for 
whose acts I, in turn, assume 
full responsibility as Sheriff 
of this county. 

All arrested persons will be 
treated humanely and their 
cases examined with justice 
and care.

HISTORY OF FERRY. 


WORKED AT SAN FRANCISCO 
BAY FOR HALF CENTURY.

Engineer Says if Captain Wanted 
to Play Game of Pinochiec with a 


P. CORRESPONDENCE } 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—For- 
ty-eight years ago if the captain on 
the principal ferry line crossing San 
Francisco Bay wanted to play @ 
game of pinocle with a stevedore on 
the landing, the passengers would 
simply have to wait unti] the game 
ended before being conveyed to the 
other side. Also, if the passengers 
collected at the time the boat was 
being loaded with gattle, they would 
either have to wait until the animals 
were all aboard or run their chances 
of getting maimed by the restive 
animals. 

These facts are attested to by 
William P. Huckins, who has just 
retired after rounding out nearly 4 
half-century as an engineer in the 
f service. Huckins’s first duty 
upon entering this Service was to 
ring an old cracked bell five minutes 
before leaving from the San Fran- 
cisco side. The ferries made but five 
trips a day then, and a round trip 
from San Francisco to Oakland was 
50 cents. Monthly commutation 
books sold for $19. 

Huckins tells of one ferry captain 
who was shanghaied, and turned up 
years later in the uniform of a 
United States sailor. Huckins was 
present when the ferry steamer Ala- 
meda rammed its sister ship, the El 
Capitan, in the early ‘70s, in the 
first serious ferry mishap on San 
Francisco Bay. This incident is lit- 
tle known. The Alameda kept her 
engines,goipg full speed ahead and 
held the mangled El Capitan secure- 
ly hooked to her bow until the last 
soul, with the exception of the cap- 
tain, was off the rammed vessel. The 
officere of the Alameda begged him 
to leave in vain, and finally the Ala- 
meda backed up and pulled her bow 
from out the El Capitan's aide. Once 
in ‘the clear, the El Capitan sank 
even with the upper deck. She drift- 
ed with the ebb tide to a point near 
Meiggs wharf, on the San Francisco 
side, and the captain landed in safe- 
ty. The Alameda was practically 


unhurt. 
Leland Stanford was Governor of 
California at that time. He dis- 


played great solicitude about the 
fate of the passengers on the two 
boats, and when told that they were 
all safe, was visibly relieved. 

The trains on the Oakland side 
at that time went but a short dis- 
tance from the landing place. 
Berkeley was not on the railroad 
map, and there was but a precarious 
train service between Oakland and 
Alameda. The landing in San Fran- 
cisco was at the foot of Pacific street 
and in Oakland, a short distance 
— from the present Oakland 
moie. ‘ 
Huckins during his tenure of serv- 
ice’ attended the funerals of four of 
the great railroad men of early 
days, Leland Stanford, Mark Hop- 
kins, Charles Crocker and Collis P. 
Huntington. All the years he was 
engaged tn his activities on the bay 
the ferries in which. he was inter- 
ested did not lose a Bingle life, de- 
spite fogs, storms and other - 
verse elements,

zled Huckins, and he has been able 
to obtain no explanation for R. 
When he started in the ferry service 
the distance between the landing 
places in San Francisco and Oak- 
land was four and one-half miles 
by actual measurement.

“The Southern 
Pacific has spent more than $1,000,- 
000 for ite new depot and sheds at 
thes behest of the loca] Chamber of 
Commerce, Merchants and Manufac- 
turers and numerous other civic 
bodies and organizations. Alto- 
gether, we have more than $5,000,- 
000 invested in our present vards, 
warehouses and other facilities 
grouped about the depot.

WANTS DRYING PLANT. 


Home Garden Committee Urges Ad- 
vantages of Securing Dehydrat- 
ing Outfit Here to Handle 
Surplus Vegetabies Raised 
on City Lot. 


The Home Garden Committee is 
endeavoring to interest private cap- 
ital in a dehydrating or drying plant 
for the purpose of conserving the 
surplus products of the home gar- 
Gens of the city. The plan of op- 
eration, as outlined in a commun! 
cation to the City Council by Luther 
G. Brown, is as follows: 

The producers of vegetables are 
to deliver their products to the 
plant, and recelve credit for the 
same, and when the produce is sold 
the amount is to be paid in cash, 
less the expense of handling the 
product. Mr. Brown suggests that 
if private capital cannot be secured, 
the plan may be worked out on a 
co-operative basis. 

It ia pointed out that this plan 
works well in Europe, and is also 
being put into practice in some of 
the Eastern States, and that the 
dehydrated products are in good de- 
mand. 

Mr. Brown hopes to induce pri- 
vate capital to take up the project, 
but if he fails in this plan, he will 
probably propose that the City 
Council appropriate sufficient funds 
to build such a plant for the pur- 
pose of conserving the immense 
quantities of vegetables that may be 
preserved by this process.

Women Conductors on All 
Red Cars this Y ear. 


Shortage of Labor Forces it, 
Says Official. 


Alleged Jitney Bus Slackers 
Lose Licenses. 


Because of scarcity of labor, the 
Pacific Electric Railway Company 
expects to be compelled to employ 
women exclusively as conductors on 
all of its cars before the first of next 
year. This statement was made 
yesterday by Frank Karr, attorney 
for the company, at a hearing before 
the Board of Public Utilities. 

The attorney and General Mana- 


ger McMillan appeared before the 
board in response to a request that 
they show cause why the company 
should not improve its local car 
service. The officials said they were 
giad of the opportunity to discuss 
the question with the board and 
they would like to make it plain 
that the company intends to give 
the best car service possible under 
existing conditions. 

Mr. McMillan said it is the deter- 
mination of the company to please 
the people and give them whatever 
service conditions warrant. If more 
cars are a necessity he said they 
will be provided and if there are 
any other needed improvements the 
company can be depended upon to 
do its part. 

Attorney Karr laid stress upon 
the fact that labor s getting more 
ecarce every day because of the war

A fortune depends on the decision 
of Judge Rives of the Probate Court 
in the contest to revoke the probate 
of the alleged will of Charies W.

may depend on whether a person's 
handwriting is different through 
drink, illness or streas of emotions, 
also if pencil instead of ink will 
ma a difference. 

Mr. Groger became acquainted 
with Mr. Chrysler at the Olive Bar, 
on South Olive street. The ac- 
quaintance sipened into intimacy. 
While Mr. Groger was ill he wrote 
his will, sealed it in an envelope and 
gave it to Mr. Chrysler. whom he 
called his true friend, with the in- 
junction to keep it and not open the 
envelope until after “I have passed 
away. Then you wil] know what to 
do with it.” 

Mr. Chrysler testi to this ef- 
fect yesterday. He he obeyed 
his friend's injunction and was sur- 
prised to find that he had been given 
his fortune. 

Opposed to him was Mr. Groger’s 
former wife, Clara E. Groger. who 
testified that it was not the writing 
of her husband. A picturesque wit- 
ness was J. G. De Witt, 83 years 
young, who manufactured the first 
wire used by the Bell telephone sys- 
tem. This was in 1872. His wife is 
living at the age of 72. They have 
been married for fifty-one years.

According to members of the 
Santa Monica Bay branch of the 
Woman's Committee of the County 
Council of Defense, who have been 
engaged in soliciting pledge signa- 
tures, they have encountered great 
opposition in signing the pledge 
from housewives of prohibition ten- 
dencies. The latter quote figures 
to the effect that Great Britain has 
used for the production of intoxicants 
Since the beginning of the war 
enough grain to have supplied that 
country with food for forty-three 
weeks, pr almost a year, and yet is 
crying to the American housewife 
for help, and asking her and her 
family to sacrifice for the benefit of 
the beer baron, the prohibition ad- 
vocates declare. The figures they 
quote are from the report of the 
English food controller, they say. 

The local women say that until 
Congress brings some influence to 
bear upon Great Britain to curb 
what the temperance advocates 
claim is a shameful waste liable to 
lose the war, and until President 
Wilson puts the ban upon all intoxi- 
cants in this country, they are jus- 
tifled in refusing to aid in a saving 
that would be but a drop in the 
bucket compared with the waste and 
ruin that accompanies the use of the 
country’s cereals for intoxicants.

MINES’ VALUES 


BIGGEST KNOWN 


Fix Estimate for the Purpose 
of Taxation, 


Basis Upon Gross Return for 
Copper and Metal. 


Increase is Mainly Caused by 
New Producers.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 11.—The 
valuation of the mines of Arizona, 
for purposes of taxation, based upon 
the gross return for copper and 
general metal sales for a fifth of 
the last five-year period, is the 
greatest ever known, aggregating 
$330,631,994, this compared with 
$171,888,616 for the year before. 
Both figures are for the mines alone. 
With the addition of the county as- 
sessment of the various reduction 
and surface plants, it is expected 
that the gross valuation will reach 
$660,000,000. Last year’s was 84886, 
406,518. The increase mainly comes 
through new producers. The Inspi- 
ration property at Miami, with its 
enormous concentrator, now hand- 
ling 20,000 tons of ore a day, has 
been placed at the head of Arizona 
mines in its assessment of $79,- 
432,000, a very material raise from 
its last year’s rating of $20,400,896. 
The Ufited Verde Extension has 
gone from $5,360,280 to $27,000,000. 
The Copper Queen goes to $54,000,- 
600, an increase of $18,000,000, while 
the Calumet and Arizona has been 
lifted $14,000,000, and the United 
Verde $17,000,000. 

As the assessment partially is 
founded upon production and price, 
there is a prospect of a considerable 
slump in the assessment that will 
follow, for a deep cut has been made 
in the copper output by the strikes 
that now tie up Clifton, Morenci, 
Globe and Miami, and that have had 
effect on the smelter records at Je- 
rome and Bisbee. The taxpayer thus 
will know a loss from the LW.W. 
disturbances, the cost of which wil! 
be distributed broadly in many 
channels of industry. 

BETTER CROPS. 

Since the advent of warmer weath- 
er, crop conditions within the Salt 
River Valley have been of the best. 
The cantaloupe crop now is being 
gathered, with from fifty to eighty 
carloads shipped daily. There has 
been difficulty in getting an ample 
supply of refrigerator cars and still 
more difficulty in securing labor. 
The prices obtained have been more 
than satisfactory, running in New 
York up to $2.75 a crate. The boys’ 
food battalion has been transferred 
from cotton chopping to melons, 
and is doing good work. Large ship- 
ments also are being made of water- 
melons, mainly to southwestern 
points. The apricot crop, the heavi- 
est ever known, is about at an end, 
a part left on the trees for lack of 
pickers and of proper facilities for 
drying and preserving.

FOR POTATOES. 


County Council of Defense to 
Help Producers. 


Crops to be Pooled and Sold 
Along New Plan. 


Commercial House will Bring 
Market Closer. 


The County Council of Defense 
will act as agent to enable potato 
growers to pool and sell their crops 


agencies. A commercial house will 
be selected for this purpose, and it is 
believed farmers will be able to dis- 
pose of their crops at better prices. 

This action was taken at a special 
meeting of the council yesterday, 
upon a report submitted by J. J. 
Hamilton, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors. The council found that 


the demand for potatoes of a good, 
uniform grade at $2 and better for 
100 pounds is in excess of the sup- 
ply in the hands of shippers. 

The lack of organization of the 
less-than-car-lot producers is re- 
sponsible for the low ruling local 
Prices. 

The present outside demand will 
continue through the following two 
weeks. This brief period of activity 
makes necessary immediate and co- 
operative action. Chairman Hamil- 
ton's report follows: 

“The success of this plan to bring 
the producer and the distant, as well 
as the local, markets together and 
thus prevent any marketable pota- 
toes from going to waste, depends 
upon the promptness with which the 
growers act upon the plan of the 
council, 

“Every grower who hag market- 
able potatoes for which he has been 
unable to find a market, is therefore 
urged to fill out and mail, forthwith, 
a postcard containing the following 
information: 

“Name, address, approximate 
number of sacks, name of railroad 
station. 

“These cards must be addressed 
to the Los Angeles County Council 
of Defense, No. 719 South Hill 
street, Los Angeles. They will serve 
to indicate to the Council the quan- 
tity of potatoes that will have to be 
handled. Instructions will be kor- 
warded by the council fo the grow- 
ers as to packing, shipping, grad- | 
ing and arrangements for the pools. 
The council will ask a committee of 
representative citizens in each point 
of shipment to act for the shippere 
at that point. 

“Growers must be ready to act as 
soon as they receive instructions, so 
that the produce can be moved 
promptiy, and should watch the 
newspapers for authoritative in- 
formation from the council.”
